Preparations are being made by the 
United Packinghouse Workers (CIO) 
for a strike against the units of four 
large industry firms—Swift & Com- 

, Wilson & Co., Armour and Com- 

and the Cudahy Packing Co.— 
wd other important packers, according 
oan announcement made this week by 
Ralph Helstein, president of the union. 
J.B. Wilson, general superintendent of 
Swift & Company, immediately charged 
the CIO group with unjustified and 
wereive tactics in threatening to strike 
while negotiations are going on and 
the industry is trying to get the meat 
supply back on a normal basis. 

Mr. Wilson of Swift asserted: “We 
do not believe the union is justified in 
resorting to coercive tactics at a time 
when we are carrying on negotiations. 
The company intends to continue nego- 
tiations in an effort to reach a reason- 
able conclusion. A strike would seri- 
ously interrupt this company’s part in 
getting the flow of meat and meat food 
products back on a normal basis.” 

Helstein said that the union was im- 
plementing its plans by appointing a 
strategy committee and preparing all 
the necessary strike apparatus by the 
local unions. The locals have been in- 
structed to complete within two weeks 
the collection of strike funds and the 
establishment of machinery for strike 
action. In the meantime negotiations 
will continue with the four companies. 
The UPW president said that a 27-man 
strike strategy committee will pass on 
the adequacy of packer proposals and 
added that returns received thus far in 
areferendum “were overwhelmingly in 
favor of striking if such action is nec- 
essary.” 

The CIO union, which claims to rep- 
resent 200,000 industry employes, is 
asking for a $1 per hour minimum for 
common labor in all sections of the 
country, a guaranteed annual wage, a 
cost-of-living bonus and establishment 
of a health and welfare fund. Union 
members are now employed under an 
extension of the old contract which ex- 
pired on August 11. 


REVISED FAIR TRADE BOOKLET

All Direct Industry 
Controls Are Ended 











The Office of Price Administration 
formally has exempted all commodities 
(including services) from price control, 
with the exception of sugars, syrups 
and rice. Rent controls also are re- 
tained. This action was taken through 
Supplementary Order 193, effective at 
12:01 a.m., November 10. 

While most products of the meat in- 
dustry previously had been decon- 
trolled, such services as custom slaugh- 
tering of livestock, custom boning of 
meat and custom curing and smoking 
of meat remained subject to Revised 
Maximum Price Regulation 165 (serv- 
ices). All price restrictions in this and 
similar connections now are terminated. 

SO 193 requires that all records re- 
lating to observance of price and other 
OPA controls must be preserved, sub- 
ject to OPA scrutiny, for one year. 


Hide Futures Trading to 
Be Resumed November 19 


Resumption of commodity futures 
trading on Commodity Exchange, Inc. 
was scheduled by action of the board of 
governors for Tuesday, November 19. 
This leading world market for future 
contracts in seven commodities, includ- 
ing hides, has been closed continuously 
for more than four and a half years 
because of government controls and 
price restrictions. 

Initial trading at the re-opening of 
the exchange will be exclusively in raw 
hides. Contracts traded will be for 40,- 
000-lb. lots of wet salted hides, base 
grade light native cow-hides, Chicago 
packer type, Trading is expected to 
begin with June, 1947 and September, 
1947 deliveries. Trading in the Decem- 
ber, 1947 position is scheduled for No- 
vember 22. With resumption of trad- 
ing, the contract will be the same as 
that in use when trading was suspended 
in this commodity June 3, 1942 at re- 
quest of the Office of Price Administra- 
tion. 

In view of President Truman’s most 
recent further removal of government 
controls and price restrictions, early re- 
sumption of trading in other commodi- 
ties listed on the exchange is now being 
considered, said Mr. H. J. Fink, Com- 
modity Exchange Secretary. 

OPA’s most recent ceiling on wet 
salted light native cow hides was 15%c 
per pound. Bid prices ran up to about 
23%e per pound while OPA was in 
temporary suspension last July. In the 
limited off-the-market trading in hides 
recently, price bids approximated 33c 
per pound. 


GENERAL FOODS HEAD SAYS 
BUSINESS MUST VINDICATE 
FREEDOM FROM CONTROLS 


Clarence Francis, chairman of the 
board of the General, Foods Corpora- 
tion, recently told the national Super 
Market Conference in Chicago that 
American industry must vindicate to 
the public its new freedom from war- 
time controls. 

“Every day is election day for a busi- 
ness that exists by permission of the 
consumer,” Francis told his audience of 
large-scale food retailers at the Hotel 
Stevens. “Industry has just been par- 
tially freed from one of the most dan- 
gerous restraints it has ever faced— 
price control. Necessary as it was in 
wartime, price control was a constant 
threat to a free economy. Now the 
challenge is to us. New claimants to 
the consumer dollar—automobiles, ra- 
dios, and appliances—will bring the 
family budget under new scrutiny in 
millions of homes. When inter-industry 
competition comes, all industries will 
have to face the fact that any business 
or any commodity can price itself out 
of any market.” 

Francis listed four policies which, he 
said, would insure the survival of 
American business: 


(1) To keep our businesses efficient 
and competitive in the service of the 
consumer, (2) to build, plan, create, 
and expand our businesses—and thus 
keep the confidence of our employes and 
of the public, at the same time dis- 
crediting the critics of the system in 
which we believe, (3) to reject isola- 
tionism as a philosophy and to recog- 
nize the role which our strong Ameri- 
can economy can play in bringing peace 
and endless prosperity to the world, and 
(4) to turn our eyes to the future and 
transmit to others our own courage and 
faith in that which we do. 


SO 189 RECORD CHANGE 


Supplementary Order 189 has been 
amended to require that all persons 
shall, with respect to any commodity or 
service which is exempted or suspended 
from price control on or after Novem- 
ber 12, preserve until one year from the 
effective date of any order or other 
document issued by the Administrator 
exempting or suspending such com- 
modity or service from price control, 
all records, documents, reports, books, 
accounts, invoices, sales lists, sales slips, 
orders, vouchers, contracts, receipts, 
bills of lading, correspondence, memo- 
randa, and other papers, and drafts 
and copies required to be made or kept 
by any of the acts or executive orders, 
or by any regulation, order, price 
schedule or other document issued by 
the Administrator. 








Frozen Dog Food 


Problems Are Many 


By Dr. C. M McCAY 


concerning the form in which dog 

feed will be marketed in the fu- 
ture—canned, dry or frozen. There is 
indication that all forms will be sold, 
but that frozen feeds will take over an 
important segment of the field. This 
raises new problems of packaging and 
also about changes such as rancidity 
during storage. How can feed be pack- 
aged so that the housewife owning a 14 
lb. Cairn Terrier and the one owning a 
100 lb. Dane can take from her frozen 
storage box each evening the right 
amount for the next days feeding? How 
low can the moisture content of a feed 
be reduced for satisfactory frozen stor- 
age? 

Bread and baked goods such as 
doughnuts with 20 to 40 per cent mois- 
ture can be frozen shortly after baking 
and preserved in excellent condition for 
months. This means that the economy 
and concentration of nutrients of the 
dry feed and the palatability of the 
canned one may be combined in the 
frozen product. What sanitary proce- 
dures must be employed with frozen dog 
feeds if the housewife is to feel safe in 
storing them with her family foods in 
her low temperature locker? Will these 
frozen products be partly cooked before 
freezing? Will they include such mate- 
rials as partly cooked blood? How long 
will these keep? These are problems of 
today. 


Toon question is constantly asked 


During the war years some progress 
was made in better definition of the 
dog’s requirements for water soluble 
vitamins. Evidence with other species 
which undoubtedly has application to 
the dog, continues to indicate the im- 
portance of bacterial synthesis of vita- 
mins in the intestine and also the proba- 
ble importance of certain amino acids 
such as tryptophane in increasing the 
synthesis of nicotinic acid. Hence, the 
quality of protein has added signifi- 
cance. Any adverse treatment such as 
high temperature drying of meat meals 
or liver residues may be of great im- 
portance because of destructive effects 
both on vitamins and essential amino 
acids. 


Research with fat soluble vitamins 
during recent years has left us rather 
confused, Such confusion in science 
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often precedes marked advances. Today 
we are very much aware of the ease of 
destruction of vitamin A concentrates 
sprayed on a feed that is then left in a 
warm room. Furthermore, we have 
come to appreciate the interplay be- 
tween factors responsible for this de- 
struction such as fineness of division of 
feedstuffs, rancidity, and antioxidants, 
as well as temperature of storage. 

A second field of confusion in regard 
to carotene and vitamin A is the inter- 
play between other dietary factors and 
the absorption and conversion of caro- 
tene within the body. I have come to 
doubt the value of adding together caro- 
tene and vitamin A values based upon 
chemical determinations rather than 
biological assays of dog feeds. Research 
problems divide themselves into those 
concerning ingredients and those in- 
volving the welfare of the dog. 


Ingredients of Feeds 


The following are only a few of the 
problems of feedstuffs: 


1) Meat scrap. How can we retain 
the taste appeal of fresh meat? What 
ingredients such as the fibrous tissues 
of lungs should not be put into meat 
meals for dogs? Are there special hor- 
mones of value in such organs as ud- 
ders, uterus and intestines? Is the dog’s 
method of improving meat and bones by 
burial in soil a better method of 
processing than that known to man? 
Are there particles containing iron or

The que, 
tions which Dr. McCay presented to 
his audience concerning the use of 
meat scraps, liver meal, bones and 
bone products, fats, blood, etc., and 
which are presented here, apply to 
those in the meat industry who pre 
pare dog foods or to those who intend 
to enter this field. 











carbon that catalyze the destruction of 
vitamin A in contact with meat serap? 


2) Soy meal. Can a full fat soy flour 
serve as both a foodstuff and antioxidant 
in dog feeds? What is the best method 
of making a soy flour for this purpose? 
Can the palatability of soy products be 
improved by either enzyme or acid hy- 
drolysis of the type used in making soy 
sauce? 

3) Liver meal. How can liver meal 
be manufactured to retain a maximum 
content of protein and vitamins but 
avoid the bitter flavor? 


4) Bones and bone products. How 
can fresh bones be processed and pre- 
served so that they retain a maximum 
of fat, protein and taste appeal? Old 
bones, long exposed to the weather have 
little interest for dogs while those pre- 
served by burial in soil are attractive. 
What is the secret of preservation? 
Canned marrow fat from horse bones 
stored for more than three years ina 
barn still has much attraction for 
dogs. Can antioxidants be employed so 
that such fat can be incorporated in dry 
dog feeds? Will ground, frozen bones 
be a feature of future dog feeds? Why 
are the trimming of the hoof of the 
horse so attractive to dogs when they 
are freshly trimmed by the blacksmith 
and unattractive when dried? 


5) Torula yeast. In Honolulu we saw 
the equipment on one sugar plantation 
for producing 1400 Ibs. daily of 
high quality, dry yeast. How much 
yeast should be used in dog feeds? Can 
it be partly hydrolyzed to provide a 
flavor in imitation of meat as judged by 
the senses of the dog, or possibly t 
please his master who judges a feed by 
its smell? 


6) Tomato pomace and other pectin 
rich products. Can tomato pomace be 
processed to provide a better product 
for maintenance of the consistency of 
the feeds? Can other pectin products 
such as citrus or apple powders bk 
used? 

7) Cereal products. What are the op 
timum conditions for toasting b 
crumbs, corn and wheat flakes for pre 
serving the optimum value in dog feeds? 
Can toasted meals be used instead of 
flakes? Will potato products ultimately 
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displace part of the cereals in dry dog 
9 

g) Fats. All dry dog feeds are low in 
fats. Under ideal conditions if one were 
not faced with problems of packaging 
and rancidity, dry dog feeds should con- 
tain 10 to 20 per cent fat, Much prog- 
ress has been made in stabilization of 
fats during wartime. Can these stabi- 
jized products be used in preparing dog 
feeds? 

9) Blood. A large tonnage of blood 
in small slaughter houses goes into the 
sewer. How can this be salvaged? 
Among known products, blood is proba- 
bly more injured by high temperature 
drying than any other. How can this be 
prevented? Will this blood find a future 
in frozen feeds? How can it be cooked 
and with what should it be mixed to 
prevent liquefaction when product is 
thawed ? 

Difference between nutritional re- 
quirements of different breeds of dogs 
have been little studied. Much remains to 
be learned about the extremes of very 
large breeds and some of the miniature 
breeds. Preliminary studies have been 
made in comparing Salukis and Bassets 
in regard to food utilization. These 
should be extended to account for differ- 
ences in size and temperament since the 
Saluki is nervous and the Basset lethar- 
gic. 

Diets for working and racing dogs 
have been little studied. How should a 
dog be fed for a long day of hunting in 
contrast to one of rest? How should the 
racing dog be fed for optimum per- 
formance? Answers to these questions 
may provide basic knowledge for 
athletes and soldiers. 


Feed Modifies Build 


Restricted feeding of puppies during 
the growth period has been found in 
preliminary trials by us to modify the 
ultimate skeletal structure. The Brit- 
ish have made extensive modifications 
of the anatomical structure of swine by 
similar methods. Has this method an 
application in producing special types 
within breeds of dogs? 

Experiments during the war in rear- 
ing rats upon a typical dry dog feed in- 
dicated that growth was normal when 
such a feed was diluted with an equal 
part of starch or corn meal. Rats failed 
when such a feed was made by mixing 
one part of feed with three parts of 
starch or corn meal. These studies in- 
dicate something of the margin of safe- 
ty in dog feeds even during the critical 
periods when high quality ingredients 
were short. The mixture tested con- 
sisted of: alfalfa meal 10, bone meal 15, 
dry skim milk 60, cod liver oil 0.7, fish 
meal 1.0, salt 0.4, soybean meal 255, 
yeast 20, irradiated yeast 0.1, meat 
scrap 350, cheese meal 30, liver meal 50, 
tomato pomace 60, wheat germ 140, 
corn and wheat flakes 994 (pounds). 

From this summary two conclusions 
are evident: 1) No investment of the 
average man gives more pleasure than 
that he puts into his dog. Therefore, he 
should be willing to purchase high

Truly regal in appearance is the white-faced Hereford T. O. Pride which won the 
grand championship at the American Royal Live Stock and Horse Show held in Kan- 
sas City last month. The champion steer was entered by Jack Hoffman, 15-year-old 
4-H club member from Ida Grove, Ia. A world’s record price of $35.50 per pound 
was paid by the Williams Meat Co. of Kansas City for the animal. The total price 
was $43,026. The world record smashed by the Williams’ bid for the champion 
steer was $11.50 per pound, paid at shows in Baltimore, Md., and in England. 
Williams continued to shatter American Royal precedents by bidding in the grand 
champion carlot of fat cattle (see below) for $1 per pound, an investment of 
more than $15,000.

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Mibicitaune Blood Drying 
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Co., Detroit, Mich., blood is now 

handled in a closed system in which 
the blood blow tank is used for prelimi- 
nary processing of the liquid—that is 
for coagulation and drainage—as well 
as for moving the product. 

While the blow tank method of mov- 
ing blood is not new, this type of instal- 
lation, employing a combination proc- 
essing and blow tank, is novel and offers 
some interesting possibilities for eco- 
nomical, space-saving and objection- 
free operation of the blood drying de- 
partment. With this setup blood is not 
handled manually until it has been 
dried. 

In THE NATIONAL PROVISIONER of 
May 19, 1945, it was stated that the 
more conventional methods of handling 
blood fall into one or more of the fol- 
lowing classes (listed in the order of 
increasing complexity) : 

1: Cook and dry in the blood dryer 
or dry melter, with or without direct 
application of steam to the blood. 

2: Coagulate, settle, drain and then 
dry in the blood dryer. 

3: Coagulate, press and then dry in 
the blood dryer. 

4: Spray drying, 

The method of blood handling to be 
discussed in this article is more closely 
allied to Number 2 above, but whereas 
in most cases where the older method 
is employed the cooking and draining 
is carried on in open wooden or metal 
tanks, and involves dumping and some- 
times shoveling, blood processing by 
this new system is done entirely in the 
blow tank and in the dryer. 

In cases where the packer is using 
method Number 1—accumulating, cook- 
ing and drying his blood in the dryer— 
employment of this new technique frees 
the dryer for full use as a piece of dry- 
ing equipment rather than as a part- 
time storage and cooking unit. 

The equipment used with the new 
technique is the Dupps blood blow tank, 
a unit designed to perform the prelimi- 
nary process of coagulation and water 
separation within the blow tank. 

The cone-shaped blow tank (see 
drawing) is equipped with a screen 
against which the steam used for co- 
agulating the blood is directed. The 
screen acts as a diffuser of the steam 
and forces it to rise evenly through the 
blood in the tank. This results in rapid 
and uniform coagulation of the blood. 

The tank is equipped with a combina- 
tion tee at the bottom through which 
the steam for coagulation is admitted 
and through which the freed water is 
drained; a vent pipe on top of the tank 
provides for exhaust and control of the 


I the plant of the Detroit Packing 
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Processing Starts in Special Blow Tank 
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vapors and odors of coagulation. The 
tank is also equipped with a steam line 
at the top to provide the power to move 
the coagulated product and, of course, 
with blood feed and blow lines. 


Operation of the blood blow tank is 
simple and calls for no new skills on the 
part of the rendering room gang. The 
raw blood is allowed to fill the tank. 
The tank usually is designed to hold 
about half a day’s kill and the prelimi- 
nary processing of the morning blood is 
performed while the killing gang is out 
to lunch; thus an empty tank is ready 
for the balance of the day’s kill. 


The vent line in the dome of the tank 
is opened during the loading and coagu- 
lating process. Steam is admitted into 
the loaded tank for about 15 minutes, 
or until the vent begins to discharge a 
considerable amount of steam. The 
steam is then turned off and the con- 
tents are allowed to settle for about five 
minutes and a sample is taken of the 
water which has separated from the 
blood. If the water has the desired 
color, yellow or amber, the blood is al- 
lowed to settle for another 15 minutes 
and the water is then drained off. How- 
ever, if there is a reddish tinge to the

water, the blood must be steamed for 
an additional 10 minutes. After the 
water is drained, the tank is readied 
for blowing the coagulated blood into 
the dryer. 


There are a few simple precautions 
to be observed in blowing the blood into 
the dryer. First, since any heat within 
the dryer might cause the blood t 
stick to the shell, the agitator arms of 
the drier should be kept running during 
the charging to keep the blood free of 
the shell, Second, as the movement of 
the coagulated blood represents a space 
displacement, the vent line in the dryer 
should be open to allow the air and 
steam to escape as the coaguated blood 
is forced into the dryer. 

In operating the blood blow tank, the 
vent line in the dome of the tank # 
closed prior to turning on the blow 
steam, which is admitted in sufficient 
volume to build up a pressure ¢ai

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Proposed Standards for 
Using Shipping Pallets 


A simplified practice recommendation 
for pallets for shipping groceries and 
packaged merchandise, as proposed by 
a committee representing the grocers, 
materials handling specialists, railroad 
and trucking interests, has been sub- 
mitted by the Division of Simplified 
Practice, National Bureau of Stand- 
ards, to manufacturers, distributors, 
users and others interested for their 
consideration, comment and approval. 


The purpose of this program is to as- 
sist the industry in attaining, through 
pallet simplification, economies in mass- 


distribution comparable to those now 
possible in mass-production. It is in- 
tended to provide for as large unit 
loads as feasible in warehouse handling 
and in shipping of goods intact on pal- 
lets from the processors’ plant to the 
distributor’s order-assembly line, and 
thus to eliminate the avoidable waste 
inherent in piece-meal handling and re- 
handling of individual packages. 

The present variety of pallet sizes in 
warehouse use will be greatly reduced 
on adoption of the proposed recommen- 
dation and it is believed that the se- 
lected sizes are not only adapted to both 
freight car and truck dimensions, but 
also to warehouse requirements, and 
are especially suitable for the sizes of

Record Number of 
Cattle Being Fed 


in Corn Belt Area 


RECORD number of stocker and 

feeder cattle have been moving 
into the Corn Belt states, the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture reports, and this 
number, together with a record produc- 
tion of corn of good quality and large 
supplies of other feeds and excellent 
wheat pastures, points to a substantial 
increase over a year earlier in cattle 
feeding in these states during the com- 
ing winter feeding period. Cattle feed- 
ing in the western states, however, is 
expected to be on a smaller scale than 
last winter. 

Shipments of stocker and feeder cat- 
tle into the Corn Belt in October ex- 
weeded those for any other month on 
record and were 14 per cent larger than 
in October last year—the previous 
Qctober record. The movement into 
lowa and Illinois was especially large. 
For the four months, July through 
(Qctober, shipments into the Corn Belt 
states also established a new record. 
For the eight states for which records 
of total in-shipments are available they 
were about 1,622,000 head, compared 
with 1,315,000 in 1945, an increase of 
about 23 per cent. They were about the 
same as the four months total in 1940. 

Shipments into the other three states, 
however, were larger this year than in 
1940, with an especially large direct 
movement to wheat pastures in Kansas. 
In addition to the heavy shipments into 
the Corn Belt states there has also been 
a heavy intra-state movement of cattle 
from producing to feeding areas in 
Nebraska and South Dakota. Com- 
pared with last year the four months 
shipments into all of the 11 states were 
up, with Illinois, lowa, and Missouri 
showing the largest increases. 

Reports from cattle feeding states 
outside the Corn Belt indicate that there 
will be considerable reduction in cattle 
feeding in these states from a year 
earlier. Of the 11 western states, Cali- 
fornia is the only state where increased 
feeding operations will be conducted.

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Fat Salvage Group Denies 
Butchers Fail to Cooperate 


Subsequent to the recent Food Edi- 
tors Conference in Chicago where the 
need to extend the number of meat deal- 
ers and grocers who willingly accept 
used cooking fat was discussed, Paul S. 
Willis, president of the Grocery Manu- 
facturers of America, Inc., dictated a 
memorandum to all his member com- 
panies pointing out that at the Chicago 
conference food editors had the impres- 
sion that refusal by dealers to accept 
used kitchen fats from housewives was 
widespread. 

That this is not the case and that the 
majority of meat dealers continue to ac- 
cept used fats, is indicated by surveys 
conducted by the American Fat Sal- 
vage Committee and others. “Accord- 
ing to a recent survey, 91 per cent of 


meat dealers willingly accept used cook- | 


ing fats,” the Fat Salvage Committee 
points out. 

“However, non-cooperative stores 
stand out like a sore thumb, while the 
majority of the thousands of meat deal- 
ers in the country not only willingly 
accept used cooking fats and pay the 
housewife for them, but frequently re- 
mind her to turn them in if she wants 
to get soap, tires, refrigerators, elec- 
trical appliances, automobiles, paints 
and other short supplies. 

“If the housewife takes her fats to 


| one of the larger dealers on Friday or 


Saturday—heavy shopping days—she 
may find her butcher too busy to take 
time to weigh in her used fats. How- 
ever, if she takes her salvaged fats, 
which are desperately needed, to these 
dealers in a tin container, on a rela- 


| tively unrushed day, she is almost sure 


to be greeted as a conscientious and 
patriotic American who is helping her 


| country ease one of the worst shortages 
| in its history,” they conclude. 


CORN CROP SETS NEW 


RECORD, USDA REPORTS | 


The Department of Agriculture this 
week stated that the 1946 corn crop 
would be 3,380,672,000 bushels, a new 
all-time record output, and a slight in- 
crease from the forecasted production 
of 3,374,428,000 bushels on October 1. 
The preceding record crop was 3,228,- 
361,000 bushels in 1944. The depart- 
ment made no changes in last month’s 
estimates for wheat and other grains.

Weather and high moisture con- 
tent has delayed cribbing of corn, al- 
though much has been shelled early and 
rushed to market.

OF SENIORITY by Dr, John A. Lapp. 
Published by the National Foremen’s 
Institute, Inc. Price $4.00. 295 pages, 
bound in library buckram.

Development of a patented sterilizer 
ghich the manufacturer claims will de- 
liver 25,000 gals. of bacteria-free cold 
water for a penny’s worth of electricity, 
has been announced by the Elenite Co., 
New York city.

A new type ultra violet electronic 
tube is said to treat 3,000 to 5,000 gals. 
of water per hour. Action is almost in- 
stantaneous with 99.97 to 100 per cent 
bacterial destruction claimed in water 
infected with as many as 230,000 bacil- 
lus coli per cc. 

The sterile water is said by the mak- 
ers of the sterilizer to be effective for 
use in food processing—to prolong keep- 
ing qualities and safeguard flavor; in 
plant sanitation, for final flushing or 
rinsing of stuffers, grinders, tanks and 
equipment; and in health protection, by 
providing purified drinking water. 

The unit pictured is made of stainless 
steel, is portable, stands 2 ft. 8 in. high, 
occupies 2 ft. x 3 ft.

Operating costs 
are reduced since steam and. hot water 
sterilization is not always needed. 


SHIPPING PROTECTION 


Tests of “Load-Lok,” an adhesive es- 
pecially designed to keep shipments 
frcm sliding about in railroad cars and 
trucks, thus cutting transit losses, are 
now being conducted at Jacksonville, 
Fla., under supervision of the Associa- 
tion of American Railroads.

coupling. The output shaft may be 
direct-connected to the driven machine 
or a speed reducer unit. It may also be 
connected by gear, chain or belt drives. 


The coupling is filled with a light 
mineral oil of steam turbine quality. 
When the motor drives the impeller it 
causes oil to flow through the runner 
buckets back to the impeller, thereby 
rotating the runner. Motor torque is 
transmitted from impeller to runner by 
the fluid in the coupling. The power 
units are claimed by the manufacturer 
to have smooth, easy pickup when start- 
ing and to permit the use of a motor 
which is selected for the load normally 
developed.

of moving the coagulated blood. About 
% Ibs. is usually needed. The pressure 
hould be maintained until all the blood 
igs moved to the dryer. Premature re- 
duction of the pressure will result in 
some material being left in the blood 
tank. 

Moving the blood should be accom- 
plished in an even manner and the mate- 
rial should not be blown too quickly. 
Fast blowing will use an excessive 
amount of steam to perform the job; 
will add condensate to the material to 
he dried and, by the sudden dumping of 
a full load in the dryer, may overload 
the dryer’s motor. It is recommended 
that a minimum of two minutes be al- 
lowed to move the blood from a blow 
tank of 8000-lb. capacity. 

In cases where a dryer is used for 
accumulating and cooking the blood 
prior to drying the packer may require 
two of these units to handle the blood 
from his kill; only one of these, how- 
ever, may actually be in drying service. 
Experience indicates, however, that with 
acombination processing and blow tank, 
the packer will need only one dryer to 





handle volume which previously re- 
quired two. 
Where the combination processing 





and blow tank is employed the packer 
accumulates the blood from the morn- 
ing kill, cooks and drains it during the 
lunch hour and dries it during the after- 
noon; the dryer is then free to handle 
immediately the blood from the after- 
noon slaughter. 

The fact that the blood can be quickly 
charged from the blood blow tank into 
the dryer without a prolonged wait for 
accumulation results in a two-fold sav- 
ing. First, once the dryer has been 
emptied of dried blood, it can quickly 
be refilled with the second charge of 
coagulated blood without losing the heat 
within the dryer shell; this saves steam. 

Second, there are labor savings. Since 
the dryer is hot, less time is required to 
bring the whole of the charge to the 
proper temperature. This often saves 
30 minutes. Again, if the blood blow 
tank is used the time needed for proc- 
essing blood from the short afternoon 
kill is reduced by about by an hour. 

















































































During a short afternoon, if there is no | 


blood blow tank, the melter must be emp- 
tied and the preliminary steps of co- 
agulation and water separation started. 
However, this extra hour, which is the 
approximate amount of time needed to 
prepare the blood for drying, can be 
eliminated by use of the blood blow tank. 
During the summer months when six- 


or five-hour kills are the rule, the packer | 


can make worthwhile savings by reduc- 
ing the time the dryer is operated. 


The Detroit Packing Company uses | 


blow tanks in several interesting ways. | 


The killing floor is located on the fourth 
level and the inedible rendering depart- 
ment is on the first and basement floors. 
The edible rendering department is lo- 
cated on the second floor. 


The inedible raw materials are trans- 


ported between the various floors by | 
blow tank, eliminating hand-operated | 


charge trucks moved by elevator. The 


blow tank also makes possible a very | 


compact arrangement of equipment. 
For example, the first floor houses two 
inedible rendering tanks, a blood drier 
and a blow tank which receives tankage 
from the edible wet rendering depart- 
ment on the second floor. Inedible mate- 
rials pass right through the edible de- 
partment on their way to the melters in 
the sealed sanitary blow line transpor- 
tation system. 

Blood is drained from the fourth 
floor killing department into a 10,000- 
lb. Dupps’s blood blow tank located on 
the third. After receiving preliminary 
treatment in the blow tank, the coagu- 
lated blood is blown to an 8,000-lb. blood 
dryer located on the first floor. After 
drying, the blood is dumped onto a 
wooden platform in the basement where 
the heat is allowed to escape from the 
dried material. 

The inedible department has the typi- 
cal blow tank arrangement whereby the 
raw material from the killing floor is 
chuted to a washer, hasher and shredder 
on the third and is then chuted to the 
blow tank on the second floor which 
feeds the two melters on the first level. 

Drained tankage from the edible wet 
rendering tanks is chuted from the 


tankage vat on the second flcor into a | 


blow tank on the first. The tankage is 
then blown to one of the inedible cookers 
and processed.

Farmers’ total cash receipts from 
farm marketings during the first 10 
months of 1946 amounted to around 
$17,800,000,000, 7 per cent greater than 

| for the same period last year, the De- 

| partment of Agriculture reports. Re- 
ceipts from livestock and products were 
about 3 per cent above 1945, and rep- 
resented 55 per cent of total receipts 
compared with 58 per cent last year. 

| This decline in the share of total in- 
come contributed by livestock and 
products resulted largely from the sharp 
drop in receipts from meat animals in 
September and the first part of October. 
Receipts from crops during the ten 
month period were about 13 per cent 
above 1945, this increase reflecting 
higher prices for most crops. and larger 
marketings of some. 

Farmers’ cash receipts from market- 
ings in October were probably about 
$2,600,000,000, with livestock and crops 
both 30 per cent above September. Com- 
pared with October 1945, receipts from 
livestock and products gained 5 per cent, 
crops 13 per cent, and all commodities 
combined 10 per cent. Receipts from 
meat animals were substantially higher 
than the low September level and about 
the same as in October of last year. 
Receipts from dairy products continued 
to run substantially higher than they 
did during 1945. 








PROPER ANIMAL FEEDS 
IMPROVE MEAT QUALITiEs 


Proper feeding of farm animals not 
only promotes greater production but it 
improves the quality of animal prod. 
ucts such as milk, eggs, and meat, Prof 
H. H. Williams of Cornell’s Biochemis 
try Department told representatives of 
the feed industry at the annual confer.

lean pork has been found to depend m 
the type of feed which is given to the 
pigs. 

Dr. J. K. Loosli of Cornell’s Anim 
Husbandry Department explained the 
recommended nutrient allowances fo 
poultry, swine, dairy cattle, beef cat. 
tle; and sheep. He said that the table 
published by the animal nutrition con. 
mittee of the National Research Cow. 
cil would be useful in determining 
whether feed supplies are adequate o 
the individual farm or on the national 
level.

FATS AND OILS SITUATION 
IS CRITICAL, SAYS IEFC 











The International Emergency Food 
Council recently made public a resolu- 
tion emphasizing “the necessity of care- 
fully husbanding food resources in all 
countries dependent upon imports to 
maintain their populations and the ur- 
gency of conserving, in exporting coun- 
tries, basic food commodities to meet 
world needs during the present crop 
year.” The resolution has been re- 
leased through USDA. 


The Council pointed out that the sit- 
uation is particularly serious for ce- 
reals, fats and oils and sugar. In re- 
viewing the situation for basic foods it 
was said that decreases in world stocks 
and unfavorable rice prospects would 
more than offset the huge 1946-47 
wheat production. 


Concerning fats and oils attention 
was called to the fact that world pro- 
duction (including butter) available for 
consumption during 1947 appears likely 
to be just short of 18,000,000 long tons, 
as compared to 17,000,000 in 1946. From 
this small increase must be deducted the 
decrease that took place this year in 
world stocks, amounting probably to 
200,000 tons. Prewar world production 
of fats and oils averaged about 21,600,- 
000 tons. 


The world today, the IEFC said, is 
passing through a most critical period 
of fats and oils production and supply. 
The prospective improvement for 1947 
will not be noticeable until well into 
next year and although the decline in 
production from prewar averages does 
not appear extremely large—only about 
15 per cent—the full impact of that de- 
cline is reflected in the international 
movement, which during 1947 is esti- 
mated at not more than 3,500,000 long 
tons. Prior to the war the annual inter- 
national movement was over 6,000,000 
tons. . 


BRITISH MEAT IMPORTS 


Great Britain will purchase the Ar- 
gentine exportable surplus of frozen 
and chilled beef, veal, mutton, lamb, 
pork and canned meats for the next 
four years. However, they will permit 
a reserve for sale by Argentina to other 
markets which must not amount to 
more than 17 per cent in the first year 
and 22 per cent in the second year. In 
determining the prices, which must be 
mutually agreed upon, full considera- 
tion will be given to prices in other 
producing countries, the cost of produc- 
tion and other relevant matters includ- 
ing the need to encourage greater pro- 
duction.

TALLOWS AND GREASES 











Spot trading in vegetable oils was on 
the quiet side this week with only a 
jimited amount of business reported and 
price changes were almost lacking. The 
removal of price ceilings on soap tended 
to be a bullish move and oil offerings 
yere held on a firm basis most of the 
week. 

SOYBEAN OIL.—There was some 
trading in soybean oil for November 
and December shipment at 23c and 
more oil was offered for that delivery 
at 24¢c without takers. Sales for next 
year were reported slightly under 23c 
with only a few buyers in the market. 

OLIVE OIL.—A small amount of 
dive oil is being priced around $9 per 
gallon with demand light. Some im- 
ported oil is being applied against pre- 
vious orders. 

COTTONSEED OIL.—The future 
market became very active toward mid- 
week with a total of 53 lots traded. 
Nearby deliveries were strong and more 
distant options weak. The spot trade 
was slow with 25c bid and 26c asked. 
Crude in the Southeast, Texas and Val- 
ley was quoted at 25c. 


SOAP PRICES BOOSTED 


Major soap manufacturers this week 
announced sharp increases in the prices 
of their products as a result of the 
higher prices they are now paying for 
tallows and greases. Lever Brothers 
said that its products are being in- 
creased immediately about 50 per cent, 
while Procter and Gamble and M. Werk 
Company revealed similar raises on bar 
and packaged soaps. 

Soap officials said that the higher 
prices might bring more soap into con- 
sumer channels, but that the shortage 
certainly would not come to a quick end. 





TALLOWS AND GREASES.—Soaps 
were removed from price controls this 
week and soap makers immediately an- 
nounced that adjustments in prices 
would result in about a 50 per cent 
mark up over former ceiling prices. 
Meanwhile, the market for both tallows 
and greases remained very uneven with 
only a small amount of trading reported 
during the week. Large buyers were 
bidding around last week’s level for 
product, but producers were reluctant 
to do business on that basis. 

Quotations on tallow late this week 
included fancy, 20@21c; choice, 19%c; 
prime, 19%c; special, 195c; No. 1, 
19%c; No. 3, 19%c and No. 2, 18%c. Ed- 
ible tallow was quoted at 24@25c. Extra 
choice white grease was quoted at 20c; 
choice white, 19%c; A-white, 195%c; 
B-white, 19%c; yellow, 19%c; house, 
19c, and best brown grease, 18%c. 

NEATSFOOT OIL.—Production re- 
mains light and not enough product is 
offered to test the market. No reliable 
quotations available. 

GREASE OIL.—The market is firm 
with production well sold. No. 1 oil is 
27c; prime burning, 29c; acidless tallow 
oil, 27c, and neatsfoot stock 3l1c, all in 
drum lots.

PACKER HIDES.—tThis was a short 
holiday week and trading so far has 
been comparatively light and indeci- 
sive. Extreme light native steers sold 
a cent below the asking price of last 
week, and one packer moved a limited 
quantity of light native cows at a cent 
below the figure paid previous week, 
and also a few mixed light and heavy 
native steers a cent down. 


Other packers have not been disposed, 
so far, to follow the trading on light 
native cows or native steers, and the 
general impression is that the market 
will have to digest the hides moving 
previous week in volume before further 
conclusive trading is accomplished. 
Sales previous week ran up to around 
200,000 hides in the market. 

At the opening of the week, local 
packers sold a total of 20,500 extreme 
light native steers at 32%c, as com- 
pared with asking price of 33%¢c pre- 
vious week. A few had moved previous 
week, together with light native steers, 


at 33c, but this was the opening sale 
of ex-lights alone. Light and heavy na- 
tive steers moved last week together at 
38c, and one packer at midweek sold 
2,000 mixed light and heavy native 
steers at 32c; others are holding for 
steady price and indicate they are in no 
hurry to do business. Straight heavy 
native steers are more or less nominal 
at the trading price of 35c, paid last 
week, since none are available as 
straight heavies. 


Branded steers of all descriptions, 
both heavies and lights, including butt 
brands, Colorados and Texas steers, and 
also ex-light Texas steers, moved pre- 
vious week at 30c, and this figure asked. 


Heavy native cows moved previous 
week at 33c; and this is asked. Light 
native cows sold last week at 32%c; 
one packer at mid-week moved 2,500 
light native cows at 31%c but others 
holding for steady money. Branded 
cows sold previous week at 30c. 


Native bulls sold last week at 26c, 
and branded bulls 24c. 


A steady supply of well fed cattle 
appears assured for next Spring and 
early Summer by the report issued this 
week by the USDA, indicating that the 
shipments of stocker and feeder cattle 
into the Corn Belt in October exceeded 
those for any other month on record, 


and were 14 percent larger than in Oe. 
tober of last year, the previous October 
record. Because of the sharp reduction 
of cattle on feed Aug. 1, and the lim. 
ited movement into feed lots in Sept, 
the supply of finished cattle will ¢op. 
tinue small for the balance of the year 
but large supplies are expected in the 
late Spring and Summer. 


Federally inspected cattle slaughter 
following the ending of price control, 
reached a total of 1,102,882 during (¢. 
tober, as compared with 359,584 fo 
Sept., and 1,583,697 for Oct. 1945. Tota) 
for the first ten months this year, hoy. 
ever, is only 8,713,584, as compare 
with 12,012,785 for same period of 1945, 
indicating the deficit in supply of ray 
hides for tanners. 


Inspected calf slaughter during Oeto. 
ber totalled 650,667 head, as against 
363,874 for Sept., and 876,597 in Oct 
1945; total for first ten months this
